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•mxording to the World Book Encyclopedia , a bear is “a 
large, powerful animal with thick, shaggy fur.” The 
Alaskan bear, growing to about nine feet and weighing 
over 1,500 pounds, is the largest meat-eadng animal on 
land while the smallest bear, the sun or Malayan bear, is i 
usually three or four feet long and weighs only sixty to 
one hundred pounds. 

The source lists seven species of bears in the world: 
(1) big brown bears, (2) American black bears, (3) Asiatic 
black bears, (4) polar bears, (5) sun bears, (6) sloth bears, 
and (7) spectacled bears. However, an eighth species of 
bears exists . . . the Southwest Bear. 

While the brown bear or grizzly in North America 
may the the most dangerous animal, American black 
bears the most common, polar bears the best swimmers, 
sun bears the smallest, and sloth bears the slowest, 


Southwest Bears possess characteristics that separate them 
from all others. Southwest Bears are competitive and 
fearless when facing the competition, quick to recognize 
and rectify areas of weakness, eager to face a challenge, 
determined to succeed, willing to help others, seek areas 
for involvement, practice for perfection, and study to | 
prepare themselves for continued education in a for#iJ 
setting or for the workforce. Slow, small, and common 
are foreign terms to the fierce Southwest Bear. 

And while bears wander far from home, Southwest 
Bears return home each October to celebrate with formal 
classmates and to make new friends: And while bears arc 
similar in form, Southwest Bears come in many shapes 
and sizes, gifted with many talents and beliefs.

classes, and there are now 96 faculty 
teaching 638 classes,” commented 
President Holmes regarding this record 
enrollment. 

The largest jump in enrollment was 
in the social sciences, such as psychology 
and sociology. In addition, more 
students are taking anatomy and 
physiology, and most of the programs in 
the vocational-technical program were 
up as well. 

Southwest also saw about a twenty 
percent increase in students’ signing up 
for online classes. In this Southwest’s 
third year to offer online instruction, 
more than 300 students registered 
online through Southwest, but 
Southwest instructors taught over 450 
students in a consortium with other two- 
year colleges. 

In addition to achieving this 


milestone for course instruction, Career 
Center Director Jerry Malone expects the 
Center to repeat its record performance 
from last year of serving approximately 
3,000 people in non-credit, short-term, 
and start-up training as well as other 
programs through the Career Center. 

Whether students sought the ease and 
convenience of online instruction, 
completed mail-in registration, or opted to 
go the traditional “foot” route, dormitories 
bulged and classes expanded to 
accommodate for students who traveled the 
road to Southwest in quest of a brighter 
future. 

Although registration was an integral 
part of college, the campus buzzed with 
more activity than just students scurrying 
to get books, to decorate dorms, and to 
complete paperwork.

W ith the crowds cheering in the 
stands, the Homeco ming Co urt seated 
on the sidelines, and the football team 
charging onto the field, homecoming 
frenzy filled the night.

Fortunately, the Bears began to 
rally midway through the third quarter 
with quarterback Reggie Lindsey at the 
helm. 

With 2:06 left in the third quarter 
the Bears scored, but failed on their pass 


attempt for two. With 13:37 left in the 
game and the score 14-6, the Bears 
redeemed themselves when Lindsey tied 
the score after a 24-yard touchdown, 
followed by a two-point conversion pass 
to C. J. Hawthorne. 

Jones retaliated with a 3 5-yard field 
goal with 8:40 remaining in the game . 
The Bobcats sealed the fate of the Bears 
with an interception and only one 
minute remaining on the clock. 

The narrow loss on the field was the 
culmination of a week of festivities, but 
no one viewed any part of this week as a 
loss. Organization members gained new 
memories and friendships as they 
decorated for the homecoming dance or 
erected homecoming displays. The 5K 
participants carried trophies and ribbons 
home to mount in prominent places.

Edwards and Robert Earl Vince. 

Born February 17, 1932, in Silsby, 
Texas, and married to Hugh "Pete" 
Norman, Betty Norman graduated from 
Summit High School in 1949, 
Southwest Mississippi Junior College in 
1951, and Mississippi State University 
in 1953. In addition to her degrees, 
Norman continued her education with 
graduate work at Mississippi State 
University, the University of Southern 
Mississippi, Mississippi College, and 
Southeastern Louisiana University. 

During her career, she was an 
elementary teacher in Pearl and an 
English teacher at Wingfield High 
School in Jackson, Pierce Junior High in 
Tampa, Florida, and Judson Walker 
Junior High in Orlando, Florida. 
Returning to Pike County, Norman 
taught elementary and English classes at 
Parklane Academy, where she wrote the 
lyrics to the Parklane Academy alma 
mater.

Edwards's athletic abilities trans¬ 
ferred to his coaching abilities as he 
earned an outstanding gymnastic record 
at each school he served as coach, 
including five championship teams while 
at Centenary College. 

Edwards received national acclaim 
when he represented the United States 
women's Olympic gymnastic teams in 
various competitions, including 
individual standout Olympic medallist 
Kathy Johnson, the first American 
woman to win the American Gymnastic 
Cup.

Academic divisions shape students for demanding world 


w hen students think of classes on 
campus, they think of two major 
divisions - vo-tech and academic. Even 
separate degrees, A A for academic 
graduates or AS for technical graduates, 
make clear distinctions between the two, 
yet vo-tech and academics cross inside 
classrooms as students from both areas 
work together on projects. 

In a broader sense, however, the 
vast majority of students enrolled in 
academics as they completed two years 
credit at an affordable cost before 
transferring to a four-year institution to 


earn a bachelor’s degree. The Associate 
Degree Nursing program was the only 
exception to the rule. After completing 
one year of pre-requisites and gaining 
acceptance into the nursing program, 
students could emerge graduates after 
only two years. 

The humanities encompassed 
subjects concerned with human thought 
and culture. Although all students 
could enroll in any of the humanities, 
Honors Forum consisted of students 
who received invitations to join. As a 
group these students learned the 


characteristics and qualities of g°°^ 
leaders. 

Studies in mathematics and scien 
proved the most challenging for 1110 ^ 
students. In addition to time in lectui 
and lab, students devoted hours ^ 
studying outside the iearni^ 
environment in hopes of grasp 1 & 
pertinent concepts. 

Through the social sciences stude 1 
learned more about themselves 
individuals and groups.

One of the most agonizing subjects for many students 
to encounter in their pursuit of a degree was a course in 
mathematics. Fear gripped them at First and often 
hindered their ability to grasp concepts quickly. 
Through patience and persistence, they survived and 
took pride in their accomplishments. 

A math course existed for all. Students lacking a 
solid background in algebra enrolled in Elementary or 
Intermediate Algebra for future success in College 
Algebra. Elementary education majors took Real 
Numbers to learn the basics while business majors 
learned business basics through Statistics or Finite Math 
courses. 

By far the greatest math challenges lay in 
Trigonometry, followed by classes in Calculus and 
Differential Equations, courses required of computer 
science, engineering, or math majors. Though classes 
were smaller, the intensity and level of difficulty were 
greater. 

Whatever the math, students left in better shape than 
when they came.

Ever wonder what those little shapes are when you 
look through a microscope? Are they friend or foe? 
Students with inquisitive minds got answers to many 
of their questions in lectures and laboratory 
experiences that accompanied the sciences. 

Instructors in chemistry, physics, biology, botany, 
zoology, microbiology, and anatomy and physiology 
provided weekly experiments and lectures that enabled 
students to gain a clearer understanding of their 
surrounding world and their role in diis world. If 
the lab itself limited discovery, students moved 
outdoors to examine ecosystems across campus or in a 
nearby pond. 

Detailed study of the cell, tissues, skin, bones, 
muscles, tissues, and various body systems in anatomy 
and physiology classes coupled with instruction about 
microbes, genetics, parasites, and bacteria in 
microbiology prepared students desiring careers as 
health care professionals. Answers to “Why” or “How” 
extended to chemistry and physics. 

Students in the sciences soon discovered what 
those little microscopic shapes were and how force 
altered the shape of matter. Over time, misconceptions 
and misunderstanding ended.

G eographically, our world contains 

countries and nations of various shapes 
and dimensions, and the people of these 
spaces and places are extremely diverse. 
Thus, studies in the social sciences 

covered a broad spectrum of topics to 
assist students in understanding 

themselves and others, and business 
courses prepared these individuals for 
work in and with businesses. 

In Old and New Testament classes, 
students examined the Bible and 
discover biblical truths. Histories 
furnished an in-depth study into how 
civilizations have evolved and how past 
events affected and predicted future 
events. 

In Economics I and II, students 

learned how pricing and quantity 
through supply and demand affected 
their wallets. Through classroom 
discussion and daily homework, 
accounting students learned to debit and 
credit correctly, create income 
statements, and analyze business 


practices. Business Law emphasized 
adhering to established laws. 

Psychology courses focused on the 
individual while sociology examined 
groups. With students of varying 
backgrounds, habits, and beliefs uniting 
for a common goal, an education, 
instruction centered around methods 
that taught students to respect 
differences. For example, students in 
Susan Hedges’ sociology classes 
experienced cultural differences 
through a deck of cards. Divided into 
groups, students played games following 
a different set of rules for each group. 
As students moved from group to 
group, communicating with each other 
without speaking while adapting to a new 
set of rules challenged them. 

Therefore, social science and 
business courses were more than 
textbooks, lectures, and quizzes.

Students in the ADN program spent 
hours in lecture, lab, and clinical 
situations and even more hours in study 
as they endeavored to grasp and absorb 
hundreds of pages of concepts and 
theory. Clinicals helped clear many 
concepts as students saw puzzle pieces fit 
together.

Essays in Comp I encouraged 
students to convey their views through 
writings. Comp II students scrutinized 
the writings of others through their 
poetry and short stories. To 
demonstrate their understanding of the 
literary elements authors use in their 
works, Comp II students compiled a 
paper based on information gathered 
through extensive research of a 
particular author or work. 

A study in literature continued in 
British literature, where students gained 
a clearer understanding of the genre 
that shaped the English language. 
Students desiring more intense grammar 
review or students majoring in 
elementary education enrolled in 
Traditional Grammar. Some students 
had not been in a classroom setting for 
many years, so they opted to brush-up on 
their grammar and writing skills 
through developmental English classes. 

Students seeking an additional 


language challenge found Spanish and 
German to be the answer. Dealing with 
a more diverse patient population 
prompted some students seeking a career 
as a health care professional to learn 
pertinent, often lifesaving, information 
through Medical Spanish. 

Students not only wrote the English 
language, but they also had to speak it 
correctly in speech classes, a 
requirement for graduation. The skills 
and confidence students learned 
through speech classes enabled them to 
become better communicators in today's 
world. 

Health and physical education 
classes encouraged students to get into 
shape through proper nutrition and 
exercise, creating a lifestyle that ideally 
results in a long, healthy, productive 
life. 

From how civilization shaped our 
language and life to how food and 
exercise shaped our bodies, humanities 
classes covered them all.

Programs remain on cutting edge of technology shaping the nation 


N eed to make a career change? Got 
eight weeks? Why? In just eight weeks 
you can receive the training necessary to 
drive a big rig across country. 

Perhaps this eight-week venture is 
not for you. Then approximately twenty 
other vocational-technical programs exist 
that require only two years for 
completion rather than the academic 
route that requires a minimum of four 
years to complete a program of study. 
After two years in Southwest’s technical 
programs, graduates are equipped with 
the skills needed to survive and excel in 
the workforce. 

Understanding the needs of their 
students, vo-tech instructors helped 
their students find programs suited to 
their abilities and interests. Although 


the traditional freshmen and 
sophomores dominated the classrooms, 
more and more non-traditional students 
reentered school after a long absence to 
sharpen their skills or to learn a new 
trade to qualify for the technical job 
market. With a vast variety of programs 
from which to choose, everyone found 
his/her niche. 

Southwest understands the demands 
industry places on its employees and 
continually evaluates its programs to 
ensure that they satisfy the demand for 
strong, skilled technologists to make 
Mississippians competitive and qualified 
for high-paying jobs. Over and over, 
Southwest vo-tech graduates proved 
their ability to compete as they entered 
the job market geared with the 
knowledge and determination to 


succeed. 

Two vo-tech programs earned & e 
distinction of 100 percent passage i' at J 
for their graduates who required boat 
certifications. Out of 924 taking 
National Ground Water Association 
standardized exam, only 39 perc^| 
passed. However, 100 percent 0 
Southwest students completing the

Additionally, on their standardly, 
boards, 100 percent of the f ^ 
graduates passed as well, a first 
Southwest in recent years.

(/\Jinning the first two games, even though they were non¬ 
division games, was nice, but winning the first game in 
South Division play would be better. Unfortunately, that 
was not to be as the Bears, losing 9-7, succumbed to the 
Hinds Eagles on their home turf. The Bears missed an 
opportunity to take the lead with 5:06 remaining in the 
game, but a fumble at the Hinds 8 returned possession of 
the ball back to the Eagles, who ran out the remaining 5 
minutes. 

The loss against Hinds set the pattern for the next three 
match-ups as the Bears fell 26-25 on the road against 
Northeast, 17-14 against nationally ranked Jones during 
Southwest’s homecoming game, and 14-6 at home against 
Pearl River. A study of the stats revealed that the Bears lost 
these four contests by a total of only 14 points. 

With only three games remaining, fans wondered if the 
Bears’ losing streak would continue, yet they remained 
confident in the Bears’ ability to prove that they were a team 
to fear. On October 16, the spell broke as Southwest 
downed Gulf Coast 35-19, earning its first South Division 
win. The score included a Hail Mary bomb for a 
touchdown on the final play of the first half when Scottie 
Reddix grabbed Reggie Lindsay’s pass. The following week 
would bring archrival Co-Lin to Bear turf for a bitter 
match. 

Not forgetting its 16-10 loss last year to the Co-Lin 
Wolves, Southwest dominated with the defense holding the 
Wolves to 28 total net rushing yards and 139 passing. 
Offensively, the Bears jumped out to a 17-0 lead before the 
Wolves realized what happened. 

The final game of the season began as the first, with 
Southwest shutting out East Central 24-0, ending the season 
5-4 overall and 3-3 within South Division play. Both 
offense and defense were able to control the line of 
scrimmage. 

Without a doubt, the last three games showed the South 
Division what the Bears were really all about. And while 
the scores didn’t always note it, the coaches did. Following 
the Co-Lin game, Co-Lin coach David Poinsett stated, 
“They [Southwest] are probably the best in the South 
Division.” East Central’s head coach Terry Underwood 
concurred stating, “Southwest has got a good team,” when 
his team received what he called “a good old-fashioned butt- 
kicking,” or more appropriately a Bear clawing. 

On October 31, the season officially ended, and the 
scores were in the books. However, for many players their 
days in the limelight would continue in all-star games and 
on official visits to four-year institutions. In just a few 
weeks, training would begin for next year’s season in order 
to get the team in shape to once again take to the fields 
before a stadium filled with cheering crowds who come to 
see the fearless Bears. Next season ... a clean slate ready to 
record nothing but Bear victories!
